Protection Urged Against Tetanus

Tetanus is a truly fearsome 

disease that causes an unusual­ 
ly severe illness. It also has a 
high mortality rate, usually 
about 35 per cent in treated 
cases and much higher in per­ 
sons untreated, which explains 
the dread that the disease 
inspires. Though only three 
cases of tetanus have occurred 
in Los Angeles County so far 
this year, all three of them 
wore fatal. None of these un­ 
fortunates were immunized 
against the disease and, in all 
cases, medical assistance was 
obtained too late to be of help.

The disease may occur at 
any period of life from infancy 
on. The ages of the 1963 vic­ 
tims in the Los Angeles area 
happened to be 20, 35, and 53;
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hey could just as easily have 
ranged from five months to 15 
years except for the fact that 
children, from the period of 
early infancy through school 
age. arc generally protected 
against the disease through 
immunization.

TETANUS IS NOT a contag­ 
ious disease, so it cannot be 
passed from man to man or 
from animal to man. The re­ 
sponsible agent is the anaero­ 
bic spore-forming tetanus bacil­ 
lus which, when in an airless 
(anaerobic) environment, de­ 
velops and releases a deadly 
toxin (poison) that attacks the 
central nervous system. These 
organisms, harmless when in 
the air, are found nearly every­ 
where since they are present 
in the soil and are blown 
around in dust and dirt.

Deep penetrating tissue 
wounds provide the ideal air 
less condition necessary for the 
propagation of these bacteria, 
but superficial Injuries such as 
minor cuts, scratches, pricks, 
or even slight burns and skin 
abrasions may provide it as 

jwell. One of the year's local 
tetanus victims, a narcotic ad­ 
dict, contracted the disease 
following self-administered 
drug injections.
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SIGNS OP 1LLLNESS usual- 
y appear anywhere from three 
lays to three weeks after the 

wound becomes Infected, with 
an average of about 10 days, 
difficulty in swallowing, ap- 
irehension. and restlessness 
ire common. Stiffness of the 
aw and neck may progress to 

a spasm which results in tris- 
mus (lockjaw), which may also 
nvolvc other muscles of the 

body, arc often provoked by 
he slightest noise or move­ 

ment or even by light.
Oddly enough, though every­ 

one can obtain active Immuni­ 
zation against the disease with 
tetanus toxold not too many 
persons beyond childhood or 
idoloscence are so protected. 
Yet, unless an Individual is im­ 
munized against the disease, 
the danger of Its occurrence is 
always these In the case of any 
injury that breaks the skin. 

     
DEPENDING ON the type of 

product used, active Immuniza­ 
tion consists of 2 or 3 injec­ 
tions of tetanus toxoid given a 
month apart, followed by an­ 
other dose about a year later. 
Though the protective substan­ 
ces produced by tetanus toxoid 
have been found In the blood 
20 years or more after the 
completion of the first series 
of injections, booster doses of 
toxoid arc usually recommend 
ed every 4 or 5 years in order 
to maintain a high level of Im­ 
munity.

Heretofore, those individuals 
who have not been actively im 
muni/eel against tetanus at the 
time of an injury that calls for 
tetanus prophylaxis, have been 
given a large dose of tetanus 
antitoxin, a horse scrum pro 
duct. This, in itself, was a 
hazardous procedure, because 
many persons are allergic to 
horse scrum and hence, in 
some cases, t h e resultan 
si-rum sickness and myocard 

[ins (heart inflammation

urncd out to be as lethal is 
he disease. In addition, the 
rotcction afforded by the 

usual prophylactic dose of teta­ 
nus antitoxin was of very short 
luratlon, lasting from   few 

days to about three weeks.

TO OVERCOME these dis- 
dvantages,   human tetanus 
mtitoxin (gamma globulin anli- 
oxin) was recently developed 
nd is now on the market. It Is 
[escribed In a current medical 
ournal as being prepared from 
he blood plasma of blood 

donors who have specially re­ 
ceived booster shots of tetanus 
oxold. According to the re- 
>ort, this human antitoxin docs 
tot produce hyperscnsitlvity 
reactions and provides a pro- 
ection of longer duration than 
he old horse serum product. 

The human antitoxin is also 
used successfully In the treat­ 
ment of the disease.

SINCE NO ONE can tell 
when an accident will occur, 
those persons not yet protected 
with tetanus toxoid should 
make arrangements to receive 
it from their family doctor, 
prevention of the disease is 
both eusy and safe; its cure, 
particularly when there U de­ 
lay In getting medical atten­ 
tion, is often impossible.
